Election/Restrictions

class 375, subclass 240.1 6. 

V. Claims 50-55, drawn to an arrangement for video coding, classified in 
class 375, subclass 240.01. 

VI. Claims 56-63, drawn to a device for determining chrominance sums of an 
macroblock, classified in class 375, subclass 240.26. 

VII. Claims 64-66, drawn to a device that is adapted to bypass transformation 
and quantization calculations of error values for a macroblock, classified in 
class 375, subclass 240.03. 

VIII. Claims 67-69, drawn to a method of accepting a plurality of chrominance 
and luminance error values for a macroblock, classified in class 375, 
subclass 240.27. 
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IX. Claims 70-72, drawn to an arrangement for video coding by determining if 
a macroblock is likely to have all zero quantized error values, classified in 
class 375, subclass 240.24. 

X. Claims 73-77, drawn to a device adapted to produce two chrominance 
sums and four luminance sums, classified in class 375, subclass 240.27. 

XI. Claims 78-86, drawn to a device for ascertain a refinement ease, classified 
in class 375, subclass 240.26. 

XII. Claims 87-93, drawn to a device for determining a plurality of error values 
for a target macroblock, classified in class 375, subclass 240.27. 

XIII. Claims 94-96, drawn to a device adapted to refine a reference macroblock 
candidate selection, classified in class 375, subclass 240.24. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
2. Inventions l-XIII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations l-XIII have separate utilities 
such as those different limitations indicated in the respective grouping of the claimed 
invention outlined above. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR

because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
